Roberfon of Weitheid, Chadwick of 
Groton, Wheeler of Hubbarditown, Gale of 
Princeton, Hinds of Greenwich, and* an 
adjutant Converfe of Hardwicke, with about 
go horlemen. The firft party were very 
badly cloathed and ‘accoutred; and from 
their countenances appeared rather objects 
of derifion than fear. On Tuefday morn- 
ing the party avowed their intentions, and
